In Augiifll 1HI, the racial and 
political I«tm In Romania wo¬ 
re not divided Into opposed 
groupings and camps, which 
hod a decisive Importance for 
the victory of (be revolution. 
Quite telling la the community 
of objectives laid down In Ibe 
Proclamation to live country of 
the head of stale. In the Decla¬ 
ration of the newly-formed go¬ 
vernment — which for (be Tint 
time In (he country's history 
also included representatives of 
the communist parly — and in 
tho Declaration of’the CC of the 
HOP: toppling Antonescu's dic¬ 
tatorship, establishing a demo¬ 
cratic regime, guaranteeing ci¬ 
vil rights and freedoms, making 
armtstico with the United Na¬ 
tions and freeing the. national 
territory from the Hitlerite and 
Uorlhylst occupation. 

The Declaration of the Cen¬ 
tral ftomiuliice of the Roma¬ 
nian Communist Party rfleaned 
an August 34, I HI comprised a 
vibrating appeal to the entire 
people, calling "the workers, 
the peasantry, the Intellectuals 
and all It on i Mila's citizens to 
fight unsparingly. with all wea¬ 
pons, against the Homan Ian 
people's deadly enemy, for the 
emurance of lln future." 

After tho oall of the oominn- 


nlst party, the fights against 
the Hitlerian Wohrmachl won 
the character of a popular war. 
'The patriotic flghl groups and 
practically most of the civil po¬ 
pulation had an Important role 
In obtaining the final victory. 
Fully understanding Its patrio¬ 
tic responsibility.

ph rase ol the whole Romanian 
nation. 

Tito victorious fights started 
on August 23, 1941 inaugurated 
tho new way of implementing 
the Romanian people's aspira¬ 
tion for freedom. The antifas¬ 
cist and antllinperlallst revolu¬ 
tion of social and national llbe-. 
ration became stronger and 
stronger, lira mosses led by the 
communist party engaging in a 
long prooesp of changing Ro¬ 
mania's socloecomonle structu¬ 
res.

peoples, of the general cause of 
peace and understanding among 
nations.

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of varieties 

and hybrids of cereals, technical and fod¬ 
der plants that are called Fundulea. ' 

In fact Fundulea is a plain village natu¬ 
rally evolving towards an urban condition 
in an altogether special manner. Here eve¬ 
rybody is concerned with agriculture, on 
various levels, from the vegetable garden 
near one's house, to fundamental scienti- 
fic research. The palette of the professional 
training of the people who work in the 
commune is impressive : farming mecha- 
njcs, agronomists, biologists, chemists, phy¬ 
sicists, foremen and mechanical engi¬ 
neers, animal breeders, zootechnicians, 
veterinarians, nutritionists, geneticists, 
pharmacists, teachers, programmers etc. 
All of them carry on agriculture-re¬ 
lated activities, whether they work at the 
cooperative farm, the agriculture mechani¬ 
zation station, the agricultural high school, 
the Sugar Beet Growing Research Institu¬ 
te, the Central Station for Medicinal Herb. 
Growing Research, or at the Cereal and 
Technical Crop Research Institute (ICCPT) 


Of the 3,600 jobs existing in the village 
600 are held by people with higher train¬ 
ing. Two out of one hundred engineers are 
doctors of science. Some of those who 
work here are members of the Roma¬ 
nian Academy of Agricultural and Sil¬ 
vicultural Sciences and of other impor¬ 
tant scientific forums abroad. For instance, 
engineer Cristian Hera, DSc, was elected 
chairman of the soil fertility commission by 
the world congresses in Moscow and Ed¬ 
monton. He is also a permanent expert of 
the International Atomic Energy Agency. 
Viorel Vrinceanu, DSc, is the coordinator 
of the FAO programme for sunflower 


Fundulea village also has a rich publish¬ 
ing life. Periodically issued here are the 
Annals of the Cereal and Technical Crop 
Research Institute, Problems teoretice $i 
aplicate de agrofitotehnica (Theoretical and 
Applied Questions of Ag rophytotech oolo¬ 
gy), Protectia plantelor (Plant Protection} 
Probleme teoretice $i apilcate de genetica 
(Theoretical and Applied Questions of Ge¬ 
netics). 

The same people you usually meet in 
Fundulea commune can be seen in Rome, 
Moscow, Cairo or Beijing, because those 
who work in Fundulea travel all over the 
world, while Fundulea is often visited not 
only by specialists but also by heads of 
state and government who want to see one 
of the possible variants of the agriculture 
of the next millennium.

Most research themes howo- 
vor have an Immediately appli- 
cativo nature, meeting the pro¬ 
ducers' demands. 

Over Ihe last SO yearn, nearly 
850 now strains and hybrids 
bave been pomol gated. The 
figure Is not suggcsllve enough, 
though. Here Is an excerpt from 
a scientific work published tut 
year J "In the period of pbb- 
stUiition of the rreo-pollenlza- 
tfoii strains and of the local 
corn populations with hybrids 
between oonstmgulneona lines 
(1057—1904), lho average pro¬ 
duction grew from 1,290 to 1,770 
kg per ha". (ICCPT Annals, vol, 
IV, 1887, p....).

FORERUNNER 


The 18/1913 issue of the Osterreichlsche Flug 
Zeitschrlft informed Europe and the world of the tragic 
death in a plane crash (on September 13, 1913), of en¬ 
gineer Aurel Vlaicu an airplane inventor and builder 
and an excellent pilot. 

Born into a Transylvanian family of peasants, Aurel 
Vlaicu studied at the Technical University of Munich, 
where he. drew the first sketches of an airplane. 
Employed as an engineer by the Opel plants with which 
he tried to negotiate the construction of his plane, Aurel 
Vlaicu stood out through important corrections made to 
car carburettors. But Opel sow no future in building pla¬ 
nes so Auref Vlaicu quited his job and returned home, to 
his native village (Binfinfi, Hunadoara county).

Confident In the technical 
performances of hla apparatus 
and In lila own piloting skill. 
Aurel Vlaicu bad tho courage 
l-o enter (ho International rou¬ 
tes! or Aspern (near Vienna), 
Where ho won several prizes. 
In splfo of flic Tael that the 
Romanian apparatus had Just 
a 65-hp engine while tho other 
aircraft were equ'ppcd with 
engineer of 70 and even 100 hp, 
engineer Aurol Vlaicu enlisted 
In several event h. Quito sur¬ 
prised, the prows of Vienna 
noted (ho participation of the 
aviator rci»7or«ntIng Romania 
(an ngvarlan country with no 
factor/ of European repute) i

No less eulogizing were ftlio 
conclusions of tho Internatio¬ 
nal commission of engineers, 
whoso report road among 
others that : "Although it has 
only a wing, (he Vlaicu appa¬ 
ratus climbs tho take-off slope 
very easily, thus being extre- 
nioly original. The wfiolu cons¬ 
truction is sustained by an alu- 
ralniun pipe (engineer Vlaiou 
was (he first builder of planes 
who used large Quantities of 
aluminium Instead of wood, our 
nnte) measuring 10 metres in 
length... The heavy parts of 
the airplane arc placed under 
tho wing, Increasing Us alabt- 
lity. Consequently, (he appara¬ 
tus can hnrdly turn upside 
down Tor want of balauee In 
tho air". 

Afte.’ bis epoch-making par¬ 
ticipation tn that world avia¬ 
tion contest, Aurel Vlaicu was 
solicited by th e Romanian 
musses of Transylvania to per¬ 
form a series or demonstrative 
flights. Each ascent was a real 
triumph, each flight was a ce¬ 
lebration of the crowd. 

■ Although his flying schedule 
was full, engineer Aurel Vlaiou 
Incessantly worked on the pro¬ 
ject of his third type of lhe 
Vlaiou series. This lime he had 
designed a metallic fuselagu 
made of aluminium foils. Plan¬ 
ning lo use a IS-hp-slrong en¬ 
gine, he wanted to make U 
apt to scat two poisons. At the 
samo time he made minute 
calculations referring to the 
Inclination of the airscrew bla¬ 
des so as to considerably Jn- 
erense the Offlency of trac¬ 
tion. Unlike the other flying 
apparatuses made by Industria¬ 
lized stales, Vlaicu’s direction 
and height wheel was plaood 
In front of the pilot. He also 
made rigorous studies concer¬ 
ning the place of the wheel 
and. of tho elevator, but failed 
to make up bis mind about an 
essential change in this res¬ 
pect. Therefore Vlaicu III re¬ 
mained with the guidance au¬ 
xiliary system to front of the 

pilot. 

The originality of the techni¬ 
cal solutions applied to this 
piano rivet tod the Interest of 
foreign aircraft builders. Mar- 
eonl’s Wireless Telegraph Co 
Ltd Chekmsfotd ordered such 
an apparatus and Insisted on 


Romnulan plane. In Its turn, 
(he management of (he flying 
aiiparahu munafaelnring fac¬ 
tory or Bristol made several 
attempts to convince engineer 
Aurel Vlaicu to conclude a 
contract with It end carry oul 
his researches into aviation In 
British laboratories. 

The tragical accident, whose 
causes Imve not yet brteb clea¬ 
red, occurred while Aurel Vial- 
cu wtu* trying to crow) the Car¬ 
pathians, on (he afternoon of 
August 30/September 13, 1013. 
Vlaiou II which ho was pilo¬ 
ting on hto courageous attempt 
was visibly worn-out, while llie 
third prototype was not ready. 

Through Ihe «toad fas lii css 
with which ,ho worked In order 
to fulfil’ bis dream of building 
a flying apparatus in Romania, 
Aurel Vlaicu remained for the 
coming generations a symbol 
of (he scientist attached to hts 
people, of (he patriot who was 
proud to he a Romanian. 
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FAIR WIND ON THE 


Following a, let us say, opi¬ 
nion poll among specialists, the 
conclusion would bo drawn that
